The skilled advertiser works with small 
words — they fit into man minds than big 

phrases. 

1 he simpler the language the greater cer- 
tainty that it will be understood by the least 
intelligent reader, > 

The construction engineer plant his road- 
bed where there is a minimum of grade^he 
works along the lines of least resistance. 

1 he advertisement which runs into moun- 
tainous style is badly surveyed — all minds are 
not built for high level thinking. 

Advertising must be simple. When it 
is tricked out wit|) the jewelry and silks of 
literary expression it looks as much out of 
place as a ball dress at the breakfast tablet 

The huyinjr pulilic is only interested in 
facts. People read advertisements to find out 
vohat you have to sell. 

The advertiser who can fire the most facts 
in the shoitest time gets the most rtturm* 
Blank cartridges make noise but they do not hit 
— blank talk, however clever, is only wasted 
space. 

You force your s.ilt-smen to keep to solid 
facts -you don't allow them to sell muslin 
with quotations from Omar or trousers with 
excerpts from Marie Corel IL You must not 
tolerate in your printed selling talk- anything 
that you are not willing to countenance in 
personal salesmanship. 

Cut out clever piirascs if they are ins'jrted 
to the sacrifice of clear explanations — write 
copy as you talk. Only be more brief. Publicity 
is costlier than conversation — ranging in price 
downward from $6.00 a line, talk is not cheap 
but the most expensive commodity in the world. 

Sketch in your ad to the stenographer. 
Then you will he so busy sayincr it" that you 
will not have time to bother about the gew- 
gaws of writing Afterwards take the type- 
written manuscript and cut out every word 
and every line that can be erased withoutomit- 
ting an important detail. What remains in the 
tnd is all that really cnnntcd in the bejjinniii(r.

They are vouu;.', 
and they have not yet Utu aobcivd by rcHponaibility, and seasoned by ex- 
perience; bnt they are generous, enthiuiastic, likable and hopeful witli 
the faith of youth. With T-w exrx'ptions thay ioteod to do the Rffat thittg 
if they know what the right thing is. 

It is the duty of the faculty to point the way to the studenta with 
(■aim reasonahleiu -s. N'fVT yi t have I known a l>ody of reprisenfative 
students who failed to give icir weight to the ideas presented to tiicin if 
pressnted for their considi^tion with the appeal to do the tbinf that is 
f ac the bMt intamli •! thmNl«d% the vnimutjr ud th* iteto.
